The Radio Sabbath 


Surely there ought to be Day of Rest for radio. 
Or at least 
a sabbatical night for local broadcasting stations in any commun­ 
ity . 
lf the professional radio people don’t want it, the listeners 
do, so that they may get the outside world instead of having the 
distant stations drowned out by local broadcasters. 
The Chicago radio fans recently went on strike for this boon, 
and won it. 
which they voice their demands. 
All of the Chicago stations have 
agreed to suspend operations on Monday nights. 
The listeners in any other community might obtain the same 
privilege, if they organized, or resorted to some kind of concerted 
action. 
If they agreed upon a night, and all refrained from send­ 
ing in any “applause” on that night, the broadcasters blanketing 
the air thereabouts would soon come to terms. 
Fishing for distant stations isn’t quite the game it was at 
first, but it continues to be the most fascinating thing about ama­ 
teur radio, and should not be interfered with by competitive radio 
commercialism. 
The “silent night” is particularly appreciated by 
boys and others who cannot afford sets fine enough to tune out 
strong local stations.
